Johnson Bows Out 
But Convention 
Draft Is Possible 


T 


here's plenty about Lyndon 
B. Johnson to dislike, as this 
harsh critic has declaimed, 


but you'll have to say this for him: 
He's a dedicated man. 


He proved it Sunday night when 


he bowed out of the campaign for 
re-election. His position seemed 
to be: "I got our country into 
the Vietnam war. I saw no other 
course, then or now. But our 
people are divided. So I'll get 
out and leave them with a free 
choice—and let history write the 
verdict." 


That seemed to be his thinking, 


and political observers had been 
hinting at it for a year—but urx>n 
its actual arrival reality is hard 
to accept. 


Your editor's view of Pres- 


ident Johnson is one shared by 
millions—supporting him on the 
war 
issue but criticizing his 


spendthrift 
policies 
on the 


domestic front. Yet the final de- 
cision rests on a razor-thin mar- 
gin— and if the November elec- 
tion should suddenly be reduced 
to a "yes" or "no" vote on the 
war it is likely that the major- 
ity would go for the President. 


His announced exit from 
the 


scene 
therefore 
leaves 
the 


political stage in disorder, if 
not panic. There is an imposs- 
ible vacuum in the Democratic 
command post. McCarthy and 
Kennedy are headquarters 
re- 


bels. Humphrey has been carry- 
ing the President's flag loyally, 
but lacks LBJ's hold on the peo- 
ple. 


Mr. 
Johnson's 
abdication 


leaves his party in such a hole 
that 
I 
am driven to wonder 


whether this is a genuine mo- 
ment of truth or a supremo 
strategic gesture by a master 
politician. 


The President's fortunes are 


at the lowest ever in the popu- 
lar polls, and his offer to ab- 
dicate is a shocker that is guar- 
anteed to soften critics, win sup- 
port, and give the country some 
second thoughts about the debate 
over the war. 


Finally, 
no President in his- 


tory has ever refused a draft 
from 
a 
desperate party con- 


vention. 
And what other course 


has the Democratic party but to 
draft? 
Let Reason 
Prevail, 
LBi Pleads 


CHICAGO (AP)-In his first 


public appearance since bowing 
out of 19G8 politics, President 
Johnson voiced a plea today 
that reason and responsibility 
prevail "amid all the frenzy and 
emotion" of an election year. 


Johnson flew to Clu'cago with 


little advance notice to address 
the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association Broadcasters. 
In his prepared 
text Johnson 


said this season is a time of de- 
bate and elightenmcnt, and "at 
its worst it is a period of fren- 
zy." 


Tlie chief executive warned 


that "the basic hope of a democ- 
racy is that somehow — amid 
all the frenzy and the emotion 
— reason will prevail." 


He called on his audience to 


exercise a great sense of re- 
sponsibility during the cam- 
paign season — to be fair, im- 
partial and honest. 


"This is true," he said, "for 


broadcasters as well as for 
president— aad seekors after 
the presidency."

Averell Harriman, the sophisti- 
cated millionaire who held sev- 
en jobs under President Harry 
S. Truman and three under 
President John F. Kennedy, has 
been tapped for another presi- 
dential mission with a familiar 
goal: Peace. 


Harriman is 76 years old and

Bombings 
Halted in 
Peace Bid

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson has ordered a halt 
in U.S. bombing of most of 
North Vietnam in a sudden new 
bid to de-escalate the war in 
Southeast Asia and get peace 
talks started in the immediate 
future. 


"I call upon President Ho Chi 


Minn," Johnson 
said in an- 


nouncing 
his 
action 
Sunday 


night, "to respond 
positively, 


and favorably, to this new step 
toward peace." 


He did not say how long the 


limited 
cessation of attacks 


would continue if Ho does not 
respond favorably. He did say 
the bomb halt, covering "almost 
90 per cent" of North Vietnam's 
population, could be made com- 
plete if Ho would now demon- 
strate "restraint." 


The President called on Brit- 


ain and the Soviet Union "to do 
all they can to move . . . toward 
genuine 
peace 
in 
Southeast 


Asia." Officials said those two 
governments—co-chairmen 
oi 


the Geneva Conferences—could 
play key roles in arranging 
talks. They were notified shortly 
in advance of Johnson's an- 
nouncement, and the South Viet- 
namese government was con- 
sulted, officials indicated. 


But these informants said no 


advance assurance;, of respon- 
.,ive action was lbtaiw?d from 
North Vietnam, which presuma- 
bly was notified by the Soviets. 


The move apparently involved 


some concession in the earlier 
U.S. position that for bombing 
to be stopped Hanoi would have 
to indicate a willingness to de- 
escalate by leveling off its infil- 
tration of men and supplies into 
South Vietnam. 


However, to accept the Presi- 


dent's proposal 
Hanoi would 


also have to make some conces- 
sion in its position. Its condition 
for entering peace talks has 
been that the United States 
must stop all bombing of the 
North unconditionally and defin- 
itively. 


Johnson made clear that air 


strikes would continue against 
enemy forces building up in the 
Southern area of North Vietnam 
against Khe Sanh and other U.S. 
and allied positions in the north- 
ern border region of South Viet- 
nam, 


But he said these strikes also 


"could come to an early end" if 
North Vietnam would impose 
"restraint" on its operations. 


The President put his propos- 


al this way: 


"We are prepared to move 


immediately 
toward 
peace 


through negotiations. So tonight, 
in the hope that this action will 
lead to early talks, I am taking

One Man, One 
Vote Rule, 
Says Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 


Supreme Court today put local 
government under one-man, one- 
vote rule. 
The historic 5-3 decision ex- 


tends the rule to an estimated 
80,000 units of local government 
throughout the land. 


One of the dissenters, John M. 


Harlan, said the decision was 
"both unjustifiable and ill-ad- 
vised." 


Justice Byron R. White gave 


the decision in a case from Mid- 
land County, Tex., where Mayor 
Hank Avery of Midland City 
asked that the county governing 
body be apportioned on a popu- 
lation basis. 


The landmark finding came in 


these words by White; "We hold 
that petitioner (Avery) as a res- 
ident of Midland County has a 
right to a vote for the Commis- 
sioners Court of substantial 
equal weight to the vote of 
every other resident."

An immediate and indefinite 
halt In most air and sea bom* 
bardment of North Vietnam as 
"the first step to de-escalate th$ 
conflict," 


This military decision, mo* 


rnentous as U was, quickly was 
overshadowed by the postscript 
to his speech, which was not ln» 
eluded in the prepared text dis* 
tributed to newsmen in ad* 
vance,

Attacks on 
Most of N.

Gig Rule 
Could Work 
Both Ways

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


"gag rule" which the House of 
Representatives often invokes 
on the consideration of legisla- 
tion is regularly denounced by 
opponents as an unconscionable 
handicap to congressional dis- 
cussion and action. 


But the Senate, which has no 


such rule, has just spent a week 
demonstrating 
that there may 


be a lot to be said for the proce- 
dure. 


The device, known more for- 


mally as a closed rule, amounts 
to this: The House Rules Com- 
mittee— with the approval of a 
majority of the membership at 
large— can 
decree 
that 
the 


House vote yes or no on a meas- 
ure before it, without any oppor- 
tunity to alter it by offering 
amendments on the floor. 


The Senate received from the 


House a simple bill to postpone 
reductions in the excise taxes on 
automobiles and telephone serv- 
ice and speed up corporate tax 
collections. 


It is part— the lesser part— of 


President Johnson's program to 
raise some $12 billion extra 
revenue to reduce the big budg- 
et deficits now impending. The 
major, and far more controver- 
sial part, is an income tax In- 
crease which neither chamber 
has approved. 


The Senate, true to Us tradi- 


tion 
of unlimited debate 
and 


amendment, went to work with 
a 
will on the House-passed 


measure. By the time it wearily 
quit for the weekend Friday it 
had debated 23 amendments— 
almost none of which related di« 
rectly to the basic bill—and 
adopted 11. Still to be taken up 
were an undetermined number, 
including one block-buster— an 
effort to graft onto the bill an in- 
come-tax increase accompanied 
by a whopping cut in spending. 


Meanwhile time ran out on 


the excise tax extension. As of 
today, by existing law, the rate 
on automobiles drops five per- 
centage points and ou telephone 
service, seven.

1968, the men, the money and 
the myth of Camelot are all on 
Kennedy's side. 


McCarthy will get a satisfying 


boost by winning Wisconsin's

after the President's default. 
But once the balloting is over, 
some Wisconsin leaders of the 
Johnson and McCarthy organi- 
zations may swing quickly to 
Kennedy.

McCarthy and Kennedy

face their first countdown at the 
ballot box on May 7 in Indiana, 
where the voters are reputed to 
be considerably more conserva- 
tive than either. 


Both McCarthy and Kennedy 


have focused their campaign at- 
tacks on Johnson's Vietnam pol- 
icies. Johnson's announcement 
that he is "substantially reduc- 
ing" the current level of hostili- 
ties on a unilateral basis is ex- 
actly what both have called for.

calate the conflict. We are re- 
ducing— substantially reducing 
— the present level of hostilities. 
And we are doing so unilateral- 
ly, and at once. 


Tonight, I have ordered our 


aircraft and our naval vessels to 
make no attacks on North Viet- 
nam, 
except in the area north of 


the Demilitarized Zone where 
the continued enemy buildup di- 
rectly threatens allied forward 
positions and where the move- 
ments of their troops and sup- 
plies are clearly related to that 
threat. 


Even this very limited bomb-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Here 


are the words with which Presi- 
dent 
Johnson announced 
he 


would not seek re-election: 


Throughout my entire public 


career I have followed the per- 
sonal philosophy that I am a 
free man, an American, a pub- 
lic servant and a member of my 
Party, in that order always and 
only. 
. 
For 37 years in the service of 


our nation, first as a Congress- 
man, as a Senator and as Vice 
President and now as 
your 


President, I have put the unity 
pi jtoe, people first.1 have put it 
ahead.of any devisive partisan- 
ship. 


And in these times as in times 


before, it is true that a house di- 
vided against itself by the spirit 
of faction, of party, of region, of 
religion, of race, is a house that 
cannot stand. 


There is division in the Ameri- 


can house now. There is devi- 
siveness among us all tonight. 
And holding the trust that is 
mine, as President of all the 
people, I cannot disregard the 
peril to the progress of the 
American people and the hope 
and the prospect of peace for all 
peoples. 


So, I would ask all Americans, 


whatever their personal inter- 
ests or 
concern, to guard 


against devisiveness and all its 
ugly consequences.

I asked then 
for your help and God's, that we 
might continue America on its 
course, binding up our wounds, 
healing our history, moving for- 
ward in new unity, to clear the 
American agenda and to keep 
the American commitment for 
all of our people.

Through all time to come, I

— if he. is interested in negotia- 
tions at all—would expect to get 
better peace terms from a new

outgoing President. 


Johnson 
based his partial 


bombing halt and his peace bid 
on the so-called San Antonio for- 
mula, which he announced in a 
speech at San Antonio, Texas, 
last September. Previously he 
had sent it to'Hanoi through dip- 
lomatic channels in August. 


He said then he would stop the 


bombing of North Vietnam if se- 
rious peace talks would begin 
promptly, and he would assume 
that Hanoi would not "take ad- 
vantage of our restraint" to im- 
prove its military position. 


North Vietnamese spokesmen 


denounced the formula and de- 
clared they would not promise 
military de-escalation. They did 
say about three months ago, 
however, that if the United 
States 
would 
unconditionally 


halt all attacks on North Viet- 
nam, talks would begin shortly 
afterward and all relevant ques- 
tions could be discussed. 


More recently, it was learned 


that in diplomatic probings of 
the North Vietnamese stand the 
Johnson 
administration 
was 


seeking some assurance that in 
response to a bombing halt 
North 
Vietnam would 
scale 


down military operations. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


has said repeatedly he wanted 
to know what action North Viet- 
nam would take if the United 
States ended its attacks—and he 
particularly 
wanted to know 


what would happen in the bor- 
der region opposite Khe Sanh 
where massive enemy troop 
movements liave been tutier 
way for months. 


Recently officials in Washing- 


ton have reported they detected, 
no active interest in peace nego- 
tiations 
on North Vietnam's 


part. Informants said Sunday 
night there was definitely no un- 
derstanding with North Vietnam 
preceding Johnson's decision on 
the bombing. 


The President said he wus 


acting unilaterally. 


Johnson said his immediate 


purpose was "to bring about a 
reduction in the level of violence 
that now exists," to save lives, 
and "to permit the contending 
forces to move closer to a politi- 
cal settlement." 


Johnson renewed his offer, 


first made in early 1965, to have 
North Vietnam participate in a 
post-war program of develop- 
ment in Southeast Asia. He also 
indicated 
U.S. willingness to 


lave rebel leaders in South 
Vietnam have a part in that 
country's political processes.
